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New  orders  of  $47.7  billion  for  manufactured 
products  in  February  showed  virtually  no  change 
from  January  orders  of  $47.6  billion  after  seasonal 
adjustment  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce,  announced  today.  No  ap- 
preciable change  occurred  in  orders  at  the  total 
level  for  either  the  durable  or  nondurable  com- 
ponents of  manufacturing. 

New  orders  for  the  defense  products  industries 
increased  $400  million  to  $3.7  billion,  whereas 
orders  in  the  machinery  and  equipment  industries 
declined  more  than  $300  million  in  February  to 
$4.5  billion.  In  the  durables  sector  generally, 
significant  increases  in  bookings  for  steel  mill 
products  and  electrical  machinery  more  than  off  set 
a  substantial  decrease  in  nonelectrical  machinery 
and  the  moderate  decreases  in  other  durable  goods 
industries. 

Manufacturers'  shipments  in  February  de- 
creased to  $47.5  billion,  seasonally  adjusted, 
compared  to  $48.1  billion  in  January.  Unfilled 
orders  at  $82.6  billion  as  of  the  end  of  February 
increased  approximately  $200  million  from  the  end 
of  January  level.  Seasonally  adjusted  inventories 
held  by  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  February  also 
increased  to  $82.9  billion  from  $82.6  billion  at  the 
end  of  January.  The  inventory- shipments  ratio 
increased  for  the  second  consecutive  month  to  1.75 
after  having  declined  for  several  months. 


The  decrease  in  shipments  of  durable  goods  to 
$24.7  billion  from  the  January  level  of  $25.2 
billion  was  attributable  to  moderate  declines  in 
most  major  industry  groups  although  an  increase 
was  recorded  by  the  steel  mill  segment  of  the 
primary  metals  industry. 

Nondurable  goods  producers  reported  a  decrease 
in  shipments  for  February  at  $22. 8  billion  compared 
with  $22.9  billion  in  January.  All  nondurable  goods 
industries  remained  near  their  January  levels. 

Unfilled  orders  of  $79.3  billion  held  by  durable 
goods  manufacturers  at  the  end  of  February  showed 
a  slight  increase  from  the  end  of  January  level  of 
$79.1  billion.  Steel  mill  backlog  increased  sub- 
stantially and  more  than  offset  the  small  decreases 
recorded  by  most  durable  goods  industries. 

Inventories  of  durable  goods  increased  $300 
million  to  a  level  of  $54. 1  billion.  Glass  and  primary 
metals  reported  decreases  as  other  major  durable 
industry  groups  reported  increases  in  their  total 
inventory  levels.  Small  increases  in  stocks 
occurred  for  all  stages  of  fabrication  at  the  total 
durable  goods  level. 

Stocks  of  nondurable  goods  at  the  end  of  February 
were  virtually  unchanged  at  $28.8  billion.  All 
major  industry  groups  reported  only  minor  seasonal 
changes  over  last  month.
